6. Claims 5-7 are considered statutory according to provisions of 35 U.S.C. 1 01 

because the database recited in line 3 of claim 5 is considered to be at least partially 
hardware (i.e. storage) as shown in figure 1 , element 26. Accordingly the system 
disclosed in claims 5-7 is at least in part implanted as hardware, hence deemed 
statutory. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-14 and 17-19 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1. 5. 8 and 11 . the prior art fails to teach a method of processing 
multiplicity of data update requests (exclusively), wherein all of the incoming requests 
are grouped into a predetermined plurality of blocks. The requests are ordered in such a 
manner as to provide proper update sequence (i.e. yield a proper data result). Each of 
the block having approximately the same capacity wherein the capacity corresponds to 
a number of the data update requests which a data processor can efficiently process 
before processing the data update requests in the next one of the blocks. 

As to claims 2-4, 6. 7. 9. 10. 12-14 and 17-19 . those claims are allowed by the 
virtue of their dependency on claims 1 , 5, 8 and 1 1 respectively.
